DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 6,408,747 to Koppelkamm et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 
1,442,178 to Raabe. 

With respect to claim 1 , Koppelkamm et al. teaches a printing unit, 7, of a web- 
fed rotary printing press for newspaper printing which comprises a form cylinder, 1, a 
transfer cylinder, 3, and an impression cylinder, 4(8), see column 5, lines 16-25, where 
the form cylinder and transfer cylinder are six upright broadsheet pages in width, see 
column 9, lines 31 -36, and the transfer cylinder has clamping channels for clamping 
rubber blankets, wherein each blanket is two pages in width, see column 5, lines 54-58. 

Koppelkamm et al. does not teach that there are three clamping channels and 
three rubber blankets, or that the clamping channels are offset from each other by 
approximately 120 degrees. 

Raabe teaches a cylinder, B, which is six upright broadsheet pages in width, 
having three clamping channels and three rubber blankets, 18, 19, 20, see page 2, lines 
9-15 and Figure 1 , where the clamping channels are offset from each other by 
approximately 120 degrees. See page 2, lines 26-28 and page 1, lines 77-82. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the transfer cylinder of Koppelkamm et al. to use the rubber 
blankets and clamping structure of Raabe to provide a strong, rigid and smooth running 
arrangement for the printing unit. 

With respect to claim 2, Koppelkamm et al. shows a form cylinder having 
clamping channels for clamping printing plates. See column 5, lines 26-33. 

Koppelkamm et al. does not teach that the form cylinder has a circumference of 
two upright broadsheet pages, or three pairs of diametrically opposed clamping 
channels for clamping three respective pairs of printing plates, each pair being fitted in 
the circumferential direction, or that only one of the clamping channels of the form 
cylinder lies opposite a clamping channel of the transfer cylinder when the form cylinder 
is in rolling contact with the transfer cylinder. 

Raabe teaches a form cylinder, A, having a circumference of two upright 
broadsheet pages, see page 1 , lines 69-71 , and three pairs of diametrically opposed 
clamping channels for clamping three respective pairs of printing plates, 1-6, each pair 
being fitted in the circumferential direction, and that only one of the clamping channels 
of the form cylinder lies opposite a clamping channel of the transfer cylinder when the 
form cylinder is in rolling contact with the transfer cylinder. See page 1, line 102 - page 
2, line 4 and Figure 1. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the form cylinder of Koppelkamm et al. to use the printing plate 
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clamping structure of Raabe to provide a strong, rigid and smooth running arrangement 
for the printing unit: 

With respect to claim 3, Koppelkamm et al. teaches a form cylinder having a 
circumference of one upright broadsheet page, see column 5, lines 26-29, and clamping 
channels for printing plates. 

Koppelkamm et al. does not teach three clamping channels for clamping three 
respective printing plates, or that only one of the clamping channels of the form cylinder 
lies opposite a clamping channel of the transfer cylinder when the form cylinder is in 
rolling contact with the transfer cylinder. 

Raabe teaches three clamping channels for clamping three respective printing 
plates, 1,3,5, and that only one of the clamping channels of the form cylinder lies 
opposite a clamping channel of the transfer cylinder when the form cylinder is in rolling 
contact with the transfer cylinder. See page 1 , line 1 02 - page 2, line 4 and Figure 1 . 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the form cylinder of Koppelkamm et al. to use the printing plate 
clamping structure of Raabe to provide a strong, rigid and smooth running arrangement 
for the printing unit. 

With respect to claim 4, Koppelkamm et al. teaches the impression cylinder, 4(8), 
is a transfer cylinder of a further printing unit and teaches the transfer cylinder is six 
upright broadsheet pages in width, see column 9, lines 31-36, and has clamping 
channels for clamping rubber blankets, wherein each blanket is two pages in width, see 
column 5, lines 54-58. 
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Koppelkamm et al. does not teach that there are three clamping channels and 
three rubber blankets, or that the clamping channels are offset from each other by 
approximately 120 degrees. 

Raabe teaches a cylinder, B, which is six upright broadsheet pages in width, 
having three clamping channels and three rubber blankets, 18, 19, 20, see page 2, lines 
9-15 and Figure 1 , where the clamping channels are offset from each other by 
approximately 120 degrees. See page 2, lines 26-28 and page 1, lines 77-82. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the additional transfer cylinder of Koppelkamm et al. to use the 
rubber blankets and clamping structure of Raabe to provide a strong, rigid and smooth 
running arrangement for the printing unit. 

With respect to claim 5, Koppelkamm et al. teaches the impression cylinder is a 
satellite cylinder. See column 6, lines 46-48 and Figure 4. 

With respect to claim 6, Koppelkamm et al. teaches the printing unit operates 
according to one of the offset, gravure and letterpress printing processes. See column 
1, lines 42-48. 

With respect to claim 8, Koppelkamm et al. teaches that each rubber blanket 
extends substantially completely around the transfer cylinder and is held by only one 
clamping channel. See column 5, lines 54-58. 
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3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Koppelkamm et al. in view of Raabe, as applied to claims 1-6 and 8 above, and further 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,718,171 to Tittgemeyer et al. 

Koppelkamm et al. and Raabe teach all that is claimed, as in the above rejection 
of claims 1-6 and 8, except that the form cylinder comprises a printing plate sleeve. 

Tittgemeyer et al. teaches a form cylinder which comprises a printing plate 
sleeve. See column 5, lines 5-8. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to use the printing plate sleeve of Tittgemeyer et al. with the form cylinder 
of Koppelkamm et al., as modified by Raage, in order to be able to easily replace the 
printing forms on the cylinder. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed July 14, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Koppelkamm does not suggest either a 
form cylinder or transfer cylinder which is six upright broadsheet pages in width, it 
should be noted that the standard definition of the term 'broadsheet* encompasses any 
sheet with printing upon it and therefore the cylinders as described in Koppelkamm 
could reasonably be interpreted to meet the present claim requirements. In addition, as 
Koppelkamm teaches using cylinders of varying widths to produce a variety of 
combinations of printed pages, it would be obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
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to modify Koppelkamm to have whatever sheet width might be required for a given 
application. Further, the claim, as written, while it recites a cylinder six pages in width, 
does not actually recite that this entire width is usable as a printing area. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986).
